ing prospects for the paint and varn- 
ish trades that were held out at the 
beginning of the year by the im- 
proved financial condition of the 
country as a whole, have not materi- 
alized, chiefly because of unfavorable 
weather conditions, and. naturally all 
collateral branches, including the 
spirits of turpentine industry, have 
suffered. 

It is generally believed that stocks 
of spirits in consumers hands are ex 
tremely light; but, on the other hand, 
it is intimated that there is a very 
large stock of manufactured goods, 
made up in expectation of the ‘‘boom”’ 
which has so far been delayed. Prob- 
ably for this reason buyers have been 
the more disposed to hold off, expect- 
ing that as the turpentine season pro- 
gressed prices would materially de- 
cline. In this they are not likely to 
be disappointed if the course of the 
market of late and the reports from 
the South may be taken as acriterion. 

So far as rosins are concerned, the 
outlook is rather more encouraging, 
though there is no prospect of an 
early improvement in prices. The 
lower grades, which are scarce, are 
held with considerable firmness; the 
medium grades are unsettled and the 
finer kinds are weak. Still there is a 
good deal to hope for from the export 





the best sources of information we 
learn that it was simply proposed to 
protect the mdnufacturers against 
bad debts. The system under which 
businees has been done there of late, 
resulting from dull trade and keen

CANARY SEED ADVANCED. 
For some years past the market for 
Smyrna canary seed has been in a 
condition very nearly approaching 
absolute stagnation. Indeed, the 
price remained for so long fixed at 
such a very low figure, that many of 
the farmers in the producing dis- 
tricts, becoming discouraged, ceased | 
entirely to plant canary seed. The 
prices, which up to a fortnight ago, 
prevailed in this market are stated to 
have been actually below the cost of 
raising the article in Smyrna.

With only these small supplies 
available, and with the prospects of 
the new crop béing ar exceptionally 
light one, the inevitable has followed 
—the price has advanced. Of course it 
is reasonable to suppose that a fair 
proportion of the eight thousand bags 
répotted to be still in the primary 
market will be shipped to this coun- 
try; but it is doubtful whether 
éhough will be brought here to meet 
actual requirements until the new 
crop becomes available. The largest 
holder of canary seed in this market 
is asking two and five-eighths cents 
per pound, and there aré said to be 
only a hundred bags which are offer- 
ing at two and a half cents. Relief, 
in the shape of the new crop, cannot 
bé expécted before October or No- 
vember. Consequently, the general 
expectations, based on the principle 
of supply and demand, are that the 
pricé will advance stil) farther. 

Sicily seéd is also reported about 
exhausted in the producing districts, 
but it has not advanced in proportion 
to Smyrna seed. For some time it 
has been firm at two and three-quar- 
ters to two and seven. eighths cents per 
pound. For the last week or two the 
latter figure has formed the basis of 
the market, and the tendency has 
been markedly upward. As we stated 
last week in our market report, deal- 
ers are 110t eager to make contracts 
for Sicily seed for future delivery, 
arguing that the advaace in Smyrna 
seed may be followed by a corres- 
ponding advance in Sicily.

THE POSITION OF MENTHOL. 


About the middle of last January 
menthol was selling at two dollars 
and a quarter per pound. The 
price had declined to that fig- 
ure owing to the fact that there 
was in this market at that time 
more than sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of purchasers. The mar- 
ket continued on that basis for a few 
weeks, when a hardening tendency 
set in and slight advances were noted 
from time to time, until now it is 
doubtful whether less than two dol- 
lars and eighty-five cents would buy, 
while many holders are obtaining as 
high as three dollars and three dol- 
lars and a quarter for the brands 
then handled. 

The cause of this advance in price 
is the fact that the spot supply is very 
light, owing to the meager shipments 
which have come in from Japan, 
where the crop of peppermint is said 
to be very small. Manufacturers gen- 
erally have little or no more to offer, 
and this, coupled with the fact that 
the consumptive demand is good, 
makes the market exceedingly firm 
and decidedly in sellers’ favor. It is 
difficult to account for the growth of 
the demand, unless it is due to the 
fact that menthol is entering more ex- 
tensively into the composition of 
remedies than formerly. In theearly 
months of 1891, the reported popular- 
ity of menthol as a grippe-remedy, it 
was claimed, accounted for the in- 
crease in the demand, and the conse- 
quent high prices then ruling. Now, 
however, this explanation will scarcely 
hold good. 

Within the last week a certain Phila- 
delphia house endeavored to buy in thia 
market at two dollars and a half; but 
the proposition was not entertained. 
The Philadelphia firm in question 
afte:ward informed the house from 
whom they had tried to buy, that 
they had made the purchase in Phila- 
delphia for two dollars and sixty cents. 
It is, however, exceedingly improb- 
able, if not impossible, that such a 
transaction could be repeated to-day. 

Although this market is in a strong 

sition and high prices are ruling 
ere, st{l] higher prices gre reported 
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as obtainable in London. On this ac- 
count some holdings which have been 
lying here in bond, are reported to 
have been exported to London for 
sale there. If this is so—and we have 
no reason to doubt it,—it has still 
further decreased the supply in this 
market. Taking all things into con- 
sideration, the outlouk seems to be in 
favor of an advance in the near future ; 
but at the same time there seems to 
be no valid reason for expecting these 
advanced figures to be of exception- 
ally long duration.

The Russian hemp Beed crop of 1891 
was about 40 per cent. under that of 
the preceding year; 526,042 tchetverts 
(373,490 quarters) were sown in the 60 
provinces of Russia, and yielded 1,- 
156,305 tchetverts (720.977 quarters), 
or, after deducting seed, 438,068 pcods 
(6,953 tons). Of this quantity, the 
province of Livonia contributed 11,548 
goods °(183 tons), and Courland only 
1,585 poods (25 tons). The total yield 
of hemp seed for 1890 was 7,448,863 
poods (118,236 tons); in 1889, 11,949,050 
poods (189,667 tons), and in 1888, 14,- 
117,906 poods (224,094 tons). 


The quantity of linseed sown in the 
60 provinces of Russia in 1891 was 
784,768 tchetverts (557,185 quarters), 
which yielded 2,045,767 tchetverts 
(1,452,494 quarters), or, exclusive of 
sowing seed, a net return of 11,364,885 
poods (180,395 tons), whereas the three 
preceding years—1890, 1889 and 1888— 
yielded 14,775,840 poods (234,537 tons), 
16,399,926 poods (260,316 tons), and 
22,015,719 poods (349.456 tons) respect- 
ively. This shows a serious annual 
decrease, that of last year being 
nearly 50 per cent. less than the crop 
of 1888.

St. Louls as a Drug Market, 


It has been long conceded that, as 
a distributing point for a and 
kindred merchandise, St. Louis is the 
leading city of the great West and 
the question has often been asked; 
why is this so: Some have contended 
that it is owing to its central location 
and the advantage offered by that 
great watercourse—the Mississippi 
River, while others have ascribed it to 
individual enterprise and ability on 
the part of some of its sagacious mer- 
chant and citizens. We believe, how- 
ever, that it m»y fairly be attribtued 
to a happy combination of these agen- 
cies. 

When the civil war closed, in 1865, 
St. Louis contained about twelve 
wholesale drug houses, each transacte 
a moderate but prosperous business. 
At that time, the price of every com- 
mercial article was highly inflated in 
consequence of financial disturbances 
and the interruption of trade incident 
to the strife. But with the cegsation 
of hostilities, new conditions arose 
and values commenced to depreciate, 
producing the severest strain on every 
business institution. It was at this 
period, in 1866, that the wholesale

While they advocate pure food and 
pure drugs, and condemn adultera- 
tion and misrepresentation as heartily 
as any, they most decidedly object to 
the legisJation proposed, and trust 
that the bill may not pass the House 
of Representatives. 

The following reason are assigned: 

1. No national bill can possibly pre- 
vent adulteration and misbranding. 
It may reduce, but it cannot prevent. 
The bill aims | to regulate com- 
merce between the States and Terri- 
tories, and to restrict interstate traffic. 
It does not assert the intention, nor 
the right, to control adulteration as 
carried on within the State boundries, 

Consequently _— may be adul 
terated, sold,and consumed ab libi- 
tum within the borders of each and 
every State, and the Federal Govern- 
ment will not interfere. 

Clearly, therefore, the Act cannot 
be said to be an Act to prevent. It 
may diminish, but it will not, and 
cannot prevent.

A “Stockholder in an Oil Mill’ has 
written as follows to the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat on a subject of in- 
terest to every oil mill in the South, 
which should receive earnest consid- 
eration : . 

Few people, even among those di- 
rectly interested in their use, have 
any idea of the many and strange 
uses to which cottonseed sacks are 
put, and the numerous and villainous 
abuses to which they are subjected. 
To say that the money invested in 
sacks by the mills using them is more 
than the value of all those mills com- 
bined, would astonish the unitiated, 

et it is a fact, and the amount is 

eing steadily increased, as the an- 
nual losses run up into the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 

The question naturally arises, what 
is the cause of this? and the answer 
is simply, from the want of concert of 
action on the part of the mills, anda 
stupendous system of mismanage- 
ment and, lack of common senes, 
which keeps in vogue a criminal, 
senseless mode of distributing sacks, 
that finds a parallel nowhere else on 
the face of the globe. 

All a party living in the country 
has to do is to ask for sacks, and he 
gets them bythe bundle or score of 
bundles. The question of bis re- 
sponsibility, honesty, veracity, or 
what he intendsto do with them, is 
never asked, and in thousands of in- 
stances, sacks are thrust upon 1e- 
ceivers without even the formality on 
their pare of asking for them. Count- 
less thousands are put upop the trib- 
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tion, which is next in ee to 
the lottery question to the planters 
and farmers of the State? There isa 
rotten state of affairs in the present 
mode of handling sacks, to which the 
attention of mills is urgently called. 
If planters and shippers of cottonseed 
would furnish their own sacks the 
mills could afford to pay them $3 a 
ton more for their seed, and yet save 
big money. ;

Decision of the Supreme Court in the 

South Carolina Phosphate Case. 


Mr, Justice Harlan delivered the 
opinion of the court, as follows: 

This suit was brought by the appel- 
lees, March 23d, 1891, in one of the 
courts in South Carolina, and, subse- 
quently, on the petition of the appel- 
lunt,the defendant below was removed 
into the Circuit Court of the United 
States, 45 Fed. Rep., 804. Its object 
was to obtain a decree enjoining the 
Coosaw Mining Company, its servants 
agents and employes from claiming 
any right, title, interest or grant in or 
to the phosphate rock and phosphate 
deposits in Coosaw River in that state ; 
fom digging, Mining or removing 
such roc | depositsin the bed of 
thatriver, and from obstructing by 
suit or otherwise any agent or other 
person acting by authority of the 
state Board of Phosphate Commiss. 
ioners from digging, mining and re- 
moving the same. 

The appellant claimed, in its answer 
tohave a contract with the State by 
which it acquired an exclusive right, 
for an indefinite period, to occupy, 
dig, mine and remove such rock and 
deposits in Coosaw River, and that, 
in violation of the Constitution of the 
United States, the obligation of its 
contract had been impaired by a sub- 
sequent act of the legislature. 

The decree below, rendered Septem- 
ber 16, 189i—the Chief Justice and 
— Simonton concurring—pro- 
ceeded upon the ground that the ap- 
pellant did have, at one time, and for 
alimited period, a contract with the 
State, of the kind mentioned, but 
that such period had expired before 
the institution of this suit. State vs. 
Coosaw Min Co., 47 Fed. Rep., 225. 
the relief asked was, therefore 
granted, 

The Principal question to be con- 
sidered depends upon certain legisla- 
tive enactments relating to phosphate 
tocks and phosphatic deposits in the 
navigable waters of South Carolina.

conditioned that they would make 
true and faithful returns to that offi- 
eer annually, on or before the first 
day of October, and oftener, if re- 
quired, of the number of tons of phos- 
phate rocks and phosphatic deposits 
dug, mined and removed by them, 
and punctually pay to the state treas- 
urer, annually, on the first day of Oc- 
tober, $1 per ton for every ton of 
rocks and deposits by them so dug, 
mined and removed during the year 
preceding, such bond to be renewed 
annually and approved by the at- 
a general. 14 Gen. Stat. S.C., 
p. 381. 

The Coosaw Mining Company, it is 
admitted, succeeded to all the rights 
given by this act. 

On March 28th, 1876, another act 
was passed entitled ‘An Act to settle 
definitely the period at which returns 
shall be made of phosphate rocks and 
phosphatic deposits dug and mined 
in the beds of the navigable streams 
and waters of the State of South Car- 
olina and the royalty shall be paid 
thereon, and also to fix the terms on 
which this act may be accepted by 
the parties named therein.” This 
act is the foundation of the 
appellant’s claim of an _ exclusive 
right, for an indefinite period, to dig, 
mine and remove phosphate rocks 
and phosphatic deposits in that part 
of Coosaw River, which it occupies. 
Its provisions are, therefore, given in 
full as follows: 

‘“‘Whereas differences have arisen 
between the Coosaw Mining Com- 
pany and the comptroller-general as 
to the times and manner in which the 
said cme shall make their re- 
turns of the number of tons of phos- 
phate rocks and phosphatic deposits 
dug, mined and removed by them 
from the beds of the navigable 
streams and waters of the State, and 
also as to the times when the royalty 
thereon shall be paid; therefore, for 
remedy thereof. 

‘Sec. 1. Be it enacted, etc., That 
the said Coosaw Mining Company 
and all other companies and persons 
engaged in digging, mining and re- 
moving phosphate rocks and phos- 
phate deposits from the bed of the 
navigable streams and waters of the 
State shall be, and they are hereby, 
required, from and after the passage 
of this act, to make to the comp- 
troller-general true and faithful re- 
turns of the number of tons of phos- 
phate rocks and phosphatic deposits 
they have so dug, mined and re 
moved and shipped, or otherwise sent 
to market, at the end of every month; 
and shall punctually pay to the State 
treasury the royalty already provided 
by law to be paid thereon at the end 
of every quarter or three months, the 
first quarter to commence to run on 
the first day of March in the present 


ear. 
“Sec, 2. That the said Coosaw Min- 
ing Company, and all other com- 
panies and persons mentioned in the 
preceding section, shall, within 10 
days fromthe passage of this act, 
enter into new bonds, in the penal 
sums and in the manner and form al- 
ready provided by law, but con- 
their conditions, to 
the terms set forth in _ the 
said preceding section, and also 
pay to the State treasurer tho 
royalty accrued up to the said first 
day of March of the present year. 
And whereas it is desirable that the 
said Coosaw Mining Company, and 
all other companies and persons en- 
gaged in digging, mining and remov- 
ing phosphate rock and _ phosphatic 


forming, in 


deposits as aforesaid, shall accept the 


terms of this act, in order to make it 
binding on them respectively; and 
whereas the said Coosaw Mining 
Company have already occupied so 
much of the Coosaw River as lies op- 

osite to and south of Chisolm’s 
sland, whereon their works are lo- 
cated, and to the marshes thereof, 
and have expended large sums of 
money in establishing themselves 
thereon with sufficient mining plant 
for mining and preparing for market 
the phosphate rocks and phosphatic 
depusits of that part of the said Coo- 
saw River; therefore, in consideration 
thereof. 

**Sec. 3. That the said Coosaw Min- 
ing Company, on accepting the terms 
of this act within ten days from the 
passage thereof, shall thenceforth 
have the exclusive right to occupy 
and dig, mine and remove phosphate 
rock and phosphatic deposits of that 
part of the Coosaw River above men- 
tioned so long as and no longer than 
they shall make true and faithful re- 
turns of the number of tons thereof 
they shall so dig, mine and remove, 
and ship or otherwise send to market, 
and punctually pay the royalty there- 
on, as provided in the first section of 
this act. 

“Sec. 4. That all other companies 
and persons engaged in digging, min- 
ing and removing phosphate rocks 
and phosphatic deposits as aforesaid 
under gift and grant of the State of 
South Carolina, or by authority there- 
of, who shall accept the terms of this 
act within ten days from the passage 
thereof, shall thenceforth have the 
same exclusive right where they have 
respectively occupied and established 
themselves for mining purposes, and 
on the same imitations as are pre- 
scribed in tne preceding section of 
this act. 

“Sec. 5. That all acts and parts of 
acts inconsistent with this act be, and 
they are hereby, for the purpose of 
this act, repealed.’’ Acts of S. C., 
1875-6, p. 198. 

The appellant accepted the terms of 
that act, and thereby, it 1s contended, 
acquired the exclusive right in ques- 
tion. The act which is supposed to 
have impaired the obligation of 
its contract with the State was 
that of December 23, 1890, creating a 
Board of Phosphate Commi-sioners, 
consisting of the governor, attorney- 
general, comptroller-general, and two 
individual citizens, charged with the 
exclusive control and protection of 
the rights and interest of the State 
in the phosphate rocks and phos- 
phatic deposits in the navigable 
streams and marshes. The latter act 
empowered the Board, if, upon full 
investion and examination, they 
deemed it advisable—to require all 
persons or corporations digging or 
mining phosphate rock or phosphatic 
deposits in the navigable streams and 
marshes of the State, to pay a royalty 
not to exceed $2 per ton for all or any 
phosphate rock so dug or mined, six 
months’ notice being given before 
raising the ne od above $1. 

It, also, authorized and directed the 
board after the first day of March, 
1891, ‘‘to take possession and control 
of the Coosaw River phosphate terri- 
tory heretofore occupied by the Coo- 
saw Mining Company,” and to issue 
licenses to mine and to remove there- 
from phosphate rock and phosphatic 
deposits, in like manner as was then 
provided by law for the other navi- 

able streams and waters of the 
State ; each ton of phosphate rock or 
phosphate deposits, the product of 
such mining operations to deemed 
the property of the State until the 


said parties paid thereon a royalty, to 
be fixed by the board, at not exceed- 
ing two dollars per ton on each ton of 
phosphate rock or phosphatic de- 
posits dug, mined and removed, and 
six months’ notice to be given before 
raising the royalty above one dollar, 

It was further provided that if an 
person interfered with, obstructed, 
molested, or attempted to interfere 
with, obstruct, or molest, the Board; 
or any one by them authorized or 
licensed, in the peaceable possession 
and occupation for mining purposes 
of any of the marshes and navigable 
streams and waters of the State, it 
was authorized, in the name and on 
behalf of the State of South Carolina, 
“to take such measures or proceed- 
ings as they may be advised are 
proper to enjoin and terminate any 
such molestation, interference or ob- 
struction,and place the State through 
its agents, the said Board of Phos- 
phate Commissioners, or any one 
under them authorized, in absolute 
and practicable possession and occu- 
pation of the same.”’ 

Other sections of the act made in 
offence, punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment or both, at the discretion 
of the court, for many person or per- 
sons to willfully interfere with, molest 
or obstruct, or attempt to interfere 
with, molest, or obstruct, the State or 
the Board of Phosphate Commission- 
ers, or any one by them authorized 
or licensed, in the peaceable possess- 
ion and occupation of any of the said 
marshes and navigable streams and 
waters of the State, ‘including the 
said Coosaw River phosphate terri- 
tory,’ or who shall dig or mine, or at- 
tempt to dig or mine, any of the phos- 
phate rock or phosphatic deposits of 
this State without a license so to do 
by the Board. The Board were au- 
thorized and empowered to inquire 
into and protect the interests of the 
State in and to any phosphate depos- 
its or mines, whether in the navigable 
waters of the State or in land marshes 
or other territory owned or claimed 
by other parties, and in the proceeds 
of any such mines, and to take such 
action for or in behalfof the state in 
regard thereto as they might find nec- 
essary or deem proper. All acts or 
parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of the act of 1890 were re- 
pealed. Acts of S. C. 1890, p. 691. 

The Coosaw Mining Company un- 
doubtedly acquired by the act 1870, 
and upon the conditions therein pre- 
scribed the right for the full term of 
21 years to dig, mine and remove 
phosphate rocks and phosphatic de- 

osits in the navigable waters of 
South Carolina. But the right thus 
acquired was not mad3 an exclusive 
one. she state was at liberty, so far 
as that act was concerned, to grant 
similar rights to other associations or 
persons. This is not disputed. 

Did the appellant,by its acceptance 
of the act of 1876, acquire an exclu- 
sive right with respect to that part of 
Coosaw River then occupied for the 
purpose of its business? If this ques- 
tion be answered in the affirmative— 
as, in view of the express language of 
the act, it must be—the state is,;never- 
theless, entitled to a decree upon the 
issue as to the impairment of the ob- 
ligation of the alleged contract,unless 
it be held that that act gave an ex- 
clusive right to the Coosaw Mining 
Company, in perpetuity conditioned 
only upon itsmeeting the terms pre- 
scribed by the third section, namely, 
that it would make true and faithful 
returns of the number of tons of phos- 
phate rock and phosphatic deposits

While Lead.—A week of seasonable 
weather has given a decided impetus 
to the movement of white lead and 
and the various corroding establish- 
ments present busy scenes at present. 
It is noteworthy that while other de 
partments of the paint trade have 
uttered complaints relative to a back. 
ward demand, the manufacturers of 
white lead have been occupied with 
the execution of orders. Prices are 
unaltered and quotations are strictly 
uniform at schedule rates. 

Dry Colors —The week just ended 
has added no particularly novel fea- 
tures to the general aspect of the 
trade in this department. Grinders 
and dealers seem to be content with 
the trend of business and view the 

resent temporary lull in trade as un- 
mportant. 

Mixed Paints.--A fairly good busi- 
ness is reported by the leading manu- 
facturers, but itis the prevailing belief 
that the bouyant hopes entertained 
early in the season, concerning the 
year’s business will not be fully re- 
alized. It is argued that the late 
season, combined with the unsatisfac- 
tory monetury condition in the South, 
will militate against a heavy output 
in this line of gouds. 

i .—The general conditions 
of the market are not so favorable to- 
day as they were a week ago. Buyers 
are fewer and more reserved and the 
interest of uperators seems to lag. Ac- 
cordingly the price has receded from 
$4 10 to $4 07% and it is reported that 
a large quantity is being negotiated 
for at $4 05. with the chances favor- 
ing an immediate closing of the deal. 
Altogether the situation is weaker 
than the last report indicated, al- 
though the demand is_ reasonably 
active. The following exhibit gives a 
c »mparison of receipts andshipments: 
Receipts this week, 41,774 pigs; last 
week 40,7u9; total for the year to date 
574,658 pigs, against 513,310 for the 
like period in 1891. Shipments, com- 
pare 28,846 pigs this week with 25,488 
last week, making a total of 368,364 
pigs this year agaiust 313,597 for the 
corresponding time last year. 

Lead Ore—Operations in the mining 
districts were exceedingly active this 
week resulting in an enormous out- 
put of ore. ‘the market was steady 
and a good demand experienced sales 
averaging $48.00 per ton on the spot. 
The aggregate value of the lead and 
zine ore produced at the southwestern 
mines amounted to $108,256.67.

There is a sharp advance in the 
price of zinc ores. The recent heavy 
rains have drowned out some of the 
largest producers, and I am told that 
there is not fifty tons of ore left in 
Webb City. There is every reason to 
believe that prices will go up to $28 or 
$30 per ton within ten days. The 
Empire Zinc Works, of Joplin, on 
Friday shipped a trial order of thirty 
tons of spelter to Europe, via New 
Orleans and Hamburg American line. 
This fs tne first shipment of spelter 
ever made from this district to a for- 
eign Country, and it is now an estab- 
lished fact that with ore at $26 per 
ton here, shipment can be made to 
the English smelters at a large profit. 
It is reported that the American 
smelters have an unusually small 
stock of ore on hand and the local 
buyers are bidding against each other 
at a great rate.

Progress of the Metric System. 


The decimal or metric system seems 
to make steady, though very gradual 
progress in public favor. Some sta- 
ti tics regarding the extent to which 
it has been adopted have been re- 
rently published in a report of the 
New Decimal Assuciation of Gre:t 
Britain, an organizatiou formed for 
the purpose of promoting the exten- 
sion of the system. From the figures 
given in this report it appears that 
the following countries have adopted 
the metric system, viz. :

In England itself some progress is 
being made. The association is grow- 
ing, and largely through its efforts 
the fact is beginning to be recognized 
that the retention of the old system 
of weights and. measures by Great 
Britain, while most of the leading 
civilized countries, Including nearly 
all its competitors in trade use the 
metric system, places British mer- 
chants at a disadvantage with foreign 
buyers, who naturally prefer to deal 
in weights and measures they are 
familiar with rather than in those in 
use in Great Britain, which are per- 
gee. and complicated to foreigners. 

he agitation promoted by the Deci- 
mal Association has led the Educa. 
tion ‘Department of the British gov- 
ernmenl to require that the principles 
of the metric system be taught in cer- 
tain grades of the ay schools. 
As is well known, the Associated 
Chambers of Commerce have declared 
in favor of the decimal system. 

Of course, it must be borne in mind 
that public opinion lags, as it usually 
does, behind the advanced position 
taken by the reformers. This was 
pointed out by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer last year, when the ad 
vantages to be derived from the adop- 
tion of the decimal system were 
urged upon him by the chambers of 
commerce. While admitting that the

Ina British consular 
report on the trade of Ja 
presented to Parliament in Fan, 
last, it was pointed out that uy 
ference was being given to map 
factur rs of machines and materials 
in those countries where the metri 
system is used. About the same , 
information was received that the 
Russian government had decided to 
begin with the adoption of the metrig 
system for medicai and pharmaceutj. 
cal work, and gradually to extend it 
to ail branches of scientific work, Jy 
September the British Vice Consul a 
Alexandria reported that the English 
technical terms, weights, and meas. 
ures, were utterly unintelligible to , 
large proportion of the persons to 
whom merchants forwarded their cir. 
culars and price lists, and he strongly 
advised English export houses to use 
the metric system and to adjust their 
quotations to the requirements of 

zyptian customers. Toward the 
close of the year a communication 
was received to the effect that the use 
of the metric system of weights and 
measures would shortly be compul- 
sory in Finland, in which, for some 
time past, the system has been oblig. 
atory for the custom house, state’rail. 
ee the post office, and pharmaceut. 
ical chemists. 

The Consul General for Peru gave 
notice later that in future it would be 
necessary, in making our consular in. 
voices, to comply with a regulation 
requiring that in invoices of articles 
made of cotton, wool, linen or silk, 
the length of each piece containedin 
the package must be given in meter, 
and that in all cases the weightin 
kilograms must be declared on ‘the 
invoice. In a report addressed to 
the traders of central Sheffield on 
British interests in China, Colonel 
Howard Vincent said that a recom- 
mendation was about to go forward 
from a high authority to whom attan- 
tion was paid that China should 
adopt, as Japan had already done, 
the metric system of measurement of 
France and Germany.and that, unless 
this was fully realized there might 
be a loss of valuable business, for the 
reason that, although an 
measure rendered feet and_ inches 
into meters and millimeters with the 
utmost nicety, foreigners conte 
that there was sometimes an inevit- 
able plus or minus which upset caleu- 
lations. In a separate report on 
Japan, addressed to the master cutler 
of Sheffield, Colonel Vincent said that 
the Director of the Imperial Japanes 
Artillery, an experienced officer with 
European training, said that he was 
fully sensible of the excellence of the 
metal manufactures of Sheffield, 
and of their superioty of cost, qual. 
ity, workmanship and originality o! 
design, but that, notwithstanding these 
advantages, he considered it 80 easy 
for mistakes to be made in the meas 
urement by feet and inches that when 
exact dimensions were important his 
government preferred to order their 
material from Creuzot in France a 
Krupp in Germany, where the mettle 
system was in use, so that they may 
be relieved of trouble and anxiety. 

The report of the Internation 
American Conference, on the metri¢ 
system has naturally attracted altel: 
tion in England. This report recom 
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mended the adoption by the United 
States of the metric system, which is 
now in use by the governments and 
people of all the other American 
republics as well as by most 
of. the ~nations of Europe and 
which is already authorized by the 
United States. In_ transmitting this 
report.it. will be remembered that 
Sec ‘Blaine said that the adop- 
tion of the system in the customs 
service would, in his opinion, greatly 
promote the public convenience. In 
spite, however, of the accumulating 
evidence regarding the advantages to 
be gained from the adoption of the 
metric system, the neral public 
continues to be imperfectly informed 
and apathetic, so that energetic action 
is, nec to awaken them to a 
sensé of the importance of the inter- 
ests at stake. The press has done im- 
portant work in furthering the move- 
ment, which, without its aid, would 
be hastened very slowly indeed.

cases certain modifications of the ap- 
pliances ordinarily used, and_ various 
tables of corrections, were of service. 
Strictly speakiag it would be most 
convenient to express all values con- 
cerning the relative density of bodies 
on the absolute scale of “‘weight per 
c.c.,”” but in practice it was usual to 
given 
volume of the substance with that of 
an equal volume of water at the same 
temperature. Neglect to recognize 
differences of expression of this sort 
frequently led to apparent discre- 
pancies.

There is a marked similarity in the 
general features of the oil market to- 
day and those of a week ago. There 
has been very little improvement in 
trade, yet considered from the stand- 
point of the jobber business is quite 
active, and comparing the total vol- 
ume of sales for the month with those 
of the corresponding period a week 
ago, the result is quite satisfactory to 
manufacturers and dealers. During 
the week there have been no decided 
fluctuations in values, the market on 
the whole showing a steady and even 
firm tone.

As _ soon, 
thereafter as convenient, a general 
meeting of the trade will be called for 
the purpose of ratifying the action of 
the committee, and the new associa- 
tion will then, in all probability, be 
permanently organized.

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


The demand for refined for export 
continues remarkably well for the 
season, and the total engagements, of 
barreled and bulk, aggregated fully 
110.000 for the week, the greater part 
for prompt shipment. While there has 
been some demand for barreled oil, 
the proportion of bulk oil appears to 
be increasirg. Stocks abroad are 
somewhat larger, but are still 
considerably below those at the cor- 
responding date last year.

The market is decidedly flat; but 
the decline has temporarily, at least, 
been checked, and quotations on vase 
lots are still $155.
